•' 1 "*HE American man makes the best'husband in the world. 


I 
He asks little and gives much; His wife may be ex- 


•*• travagant, selfisn or bad-tempered; he bears all this 


with supreme patience; asking only that she love him. No 
other nation—not even my own—can produce such perfection 
as the married American man." 


It was a petite Frenchwoman who spoke. Enthusiasm 


glowed in her eyes. She was the sister of Bleriot, the in- 
ventor, whose bust adorns every city in France and who was 
head of the French air fleet during the war. 
Madeleine 


Bleriot had married an American, to the consternation.of her 
family, who naively expressed amazement that an American 
could prove to be so likeable and delightful. The convent- 
bred Parisienne, now a French-American widow, knows 
whereof she speaks. 


"Indeed," she went on, "the American husband has only 


two1 faults, and they are inherent only in individuals'and do 
not truly belong to the species. The first drawback is the 
most common—the American man has two wives—he is mar- 
ried to his business as well as to his wife. Men in this coun- 
try of yours devote too much attention to business. Some- 
times this absorption operates against ideal domestic bliss, 
but when the wife is clever enough to achieve priority over 
the business her union is ideal. 


"Still, no matter how much his business occupies him, the 


cheerful disposition of the American man rises superior to 
everything. That is one of the fascinating, adorable traits 
of the American man—he is so cheerful, so buoyant in his 
optimism, so happy in his outlook on life. That, perhaps, is 
the reason why en American man usually possesses the rare 
power of leaving his business perplexities and cares at his 
office and coming home cheerful to his wife. 
He brings 


cheerfulness with him nnrt the beam of his smile lights the 
answering smile in her face. 


"For another thing," emphasized this French critic, "the 


American husband is a good companion. He is alway* ready 
4r>'-Share his sports and his pleasures with his wife. To him 
kh»'k,hot merely the head of his domestic machine/but the 
|oOiri>(te .desired and desirable above all others; his .confidant 


and his friend. I like th«t idiom of your country—friend 
wife'—it is a term that implies such happy companionship 
and unity of interest*. 


"Then the American husband likes to be appreciated and, 


in turn, he is always eager to exhibit his pride in his wife. 
Can you imagine any more potent force for happiness than 
mutual appreciation and admiration between husband and 
wife ? It warms the heart and keeps the hearth-fires burn- 
ing'. Besides, every true woman is an idolater. She makes 
an idol of her husband and it exactly fits in with her disposi- 
tion to have a husband who appreciates and enjoys her wor- 
ship of him and who is amenable to and likes her caresses. 
Woman, to be happy, must have an outlet for her emotions 
of a>7ection and a. husband who not only submits to but de- 
lights in her caresses is, indeed, treasure trove. 


"Another marked characteristic of the American man is 


his liberality. An American husband who is 'true to type' 
not only gives his wife all she- wants, he does more, he in- 
dulges her every caprice, and his liberality differs from that 
of men of other nations in this respect:' he never demands an 
accounting from his wife. It might, perhaps, sometimes be 
better if he did BO, but that is neither here nor there. The 
American man and hia wife, although one, are not the same. 


"I do not reflect on the men of rny own country when I 


say this. The French husband gives his wife all she wants. 
He is liberal toward her within reason, but when he.gives 
her a sum he has a way of asking afterwards, 'What did you 
do with that money?' . 


"Whether this habit hat any connection with the ac- 


knowledged thrift of French wives I cannot say," laughed 
the speaker. "But it it true that if a woman spends money 
injudiciously or foolishly she does not like to be obliged to 
confess her folly. The French husband expects and requires 
from his wife an accounting of his'largesse. The American 
husband usually fills, his wife's purse, turni hli back, and she 
does what she pleatet with it. 


' Perhaps it sounds almost paradoxical to say of this 


ideal American man that in some ways the French husband 
appears to his disadvantage where connubial bliss is con- 
cerned. While the American man showers his wife with every 
token of devotion and she realizes the boundless affection so1- " 
expressed, the French husband is more demonstrative in his 
tenderness. 
He is a good lover, and every woman delights 


in having a lover for a husband. ' 


"Then, too, the French husband is ever mindful of the 


femininity of his wife. He considers her dependent on him 
not only for her subsistence but for everything, and it is his 
habit to attend to all the little details incident to her comfort. 
When an American man and his wife travel he gives her a 
generous supply of money and, with her American inde- 
pendence, she looks out for herself. Where the French wife 
. would have nothing to do but enter and leave a train, the 
American wife, likely as 'not, buys the tickets and order:; the 
conveyance. 


"Another thing: The love of love is highly developed in 


the American man and -that makes it easy for his wife to 
manage him. 
A woman can turn her American husband 


around her finger if only she loves him. 
Her love is so 


necessary to her husband's happiness that he would rather ' 
go without his dinner than without her kiss, and this de- 
pendence upon her affection is very sweet to any wife. 


"And then it must be owned the American man is con- 


siderate. His goodness, I like to think, permeates all the 
acts of his life. To you Americana it seems quite A ajoiter 


of course that if a man comes home weary trom the day's 
work and finds his wife with a headache and no dlaner await- 
ing him, he should try to relieve her pain and taxe hi* wife 
out to dine. Then, too, instead of scolding, as seme men of 
other nationalities would under such circumstances, after 
the dinner he takes his wife to the theatre. 


"1 do not mean to say that the American husband never 


experiences^ or exhibits unhappy emotions, but he in not, for 
example, of the dangerously jealous variety. He doesn't go 
around carrying a knife or a gun for his wife or the man he 
imagines is unduly interested in her, as men of the Latin 
races are prone to do. 


"But the American husband has one serious habit: in 


America too many husbands drink. 1 am glad the habit is 
not general because it is the curse of families and the cause 
of heart-break and divorces. 
Barring this drawback in occa- 


sional American husbands, viewed in comparison with men 
of all other nations, the American 'husband, in my opiate, 
stands su^rem*."

PO that your feet and less are in a per- 
fd-tlj .symmetrical line, or do you "walk 
on the side of your foot," as the habit . 
of turning an ankle Inward or outward 
Is commonly called? 


It is surprising how man}' otherwise 


attractive 
women 
have this fault of 


carriage, which they invaiiably accent 
by wearing high-heeled shoes, incapable 
of supporting a weak ankle. 
These 


Krer.ch-heeled shoes turn ever under a 
weak nnkle in a manner so unattractive 
that if a. woman could see herself Just 
once from the back view she would de- 
vote a definite part of hei spare time 
to overcoming this defect. 


First of all, the woman with weak 


ankles should never wear excessively 
high-heeled shoes unUl she has over- 
comfc this tendency to turn her ankles 
with .strengthening exercises. Certainly 
during the strengthening process she 
should wear low-heeled walking shoes. 
niui lontmup to wear them until her 
ankks are strong enough to permit her 
U' st'ind straight in either high or low- 
hfcled shoes. 


The turning of either foot or o' both 


causes a shoe to become "run <*.own." 
Tli? heel of the shoe invariably wears 
oft where the weight is Heaviest. Little 
metal mangles that will prevent its 
wearing down mav be inserted In the 
huel of the shoe. 
The woman with a 


U ndency to weak ankles or with a con- 
firmed turning of her ankles should 
never 
fail to have this metal piece 


irserfed in the heel of her shoes. 


The toes of her shoes should be broad 


enough to permit her foot to settle well 
into its proper place in the shoe, and 
her shoes should be long enough to 
prevent any overcrowding back of the 
toes which throws the weight oft the 
arcli and distributes it wrongly. 


A shoe that is too small wil cause 


manv beauty difficulties. 
It epoils the 


giace of the carriage ,a-s well as the 
expression of the loveliest face in the 
world—to sav nothing of the effect upon 
one's, disposition. Besides, a shoe that' 
is large enough holds, its shape longer 
and invariably looks better than one 
that's too short or too narrow. 


A shoe that errs, in this way invaria- 


bly pinches the small toe Unconsciously 
the foot is turned and with It the ajnkle 
to cave the pressure on the toe, and the 
ipsult is the unsightly line of a turned 
ankle.

ENROLL FOR WORK 


IN POST SCHOOLS 


Over 9500 Men Planning to 


Take Foreign University 


Courses 


Nearly 150,000 soldiers have already 


enrolled fo: vocational and other train- 
tog in post schools in the A. E. F., and 
between 20,000 'and 25,000 more 
are 


planning to begin university courses in 
French and English universities and in 
a. specially organized A. E. F. uni- 
versity, which will open March 1 
at 


Beaune, in Burgundy. The extensive 
educational program mapped out by G. 
H. Q. is getting well under way. 


Every member of the A. E. F. will be 


afforded an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of at least a part of the edu- 
cational program, of which there will 
be three., principal phases. 


First in importance, because they will 


be available to .every man in fhe A. E. 
F. regardless of his qualifications, will 
be the post schools which, under the 
provisions of G. O. 3. G. H. Q., are be- 
ing opened at all places where more 
than 500 men are stationed. Vocational 
training, agriculture and a variety of 
other subjects will be taught, the pro- 
gram being governed partially by local 
needs and conditions. 


Second, for advanced students in. or 


graduates of American universities are 
the 
university courses. 
A dozen or 


more French universities will receive 
upwards of 7500 students, and English 
universities will care for 2000. 
The 


courses offered will be open to both of- 
ficers and- men who can qualify, the 
requirements being, incidentally, stricter 
than those for American universities. 
For students who desire to take courses 
equivalent to American freshman and 
sophomore work, the A. E. F. university 
at Beaune will be available for from 
10.000 to 15,000 men. 


IN PROPORTION TO STRENGTH. 
Third, for the 
benefit 
of isolated 


groups of soldiers and for men who 
want to take subjects not offered in 
their 
post 
schools, 
correspondence 


courses will be offered as soon as text 
books arrive and syllabi are prepared. 


Allotments of "scholarships'1 for at- 


tendance at the French and British uni- 
versities, and at Beaune. arc to be made 
to the divisions and sections of the P. 
O. 
S., 
on 
the 
basis of numerical 


strength. 
Commanding generals have 


been instructed to detail a certain num- 
ber of officers and mon 'n England for 
general courses, and a certain number 
to the French universities. 


No date is specified for reporting at 


t'.ie French iii.surutionf, but it is under- 
stood the men are to go as soon a.5 pos- 
sible.. Although the English universi- 
ties havu a vacation the latter Dirt of 
March, officers and men will be sent 
there at once, to "get the lay of the 
land" and 
do whatever 
preparatory 


reading may be necessary for them to 
tak<: up their courses.

The group In the picture Is 


lining .spears 
and 
long-handled 
nets. 


The Eskimo who journey into 


the American continent for 
the 


summer hunting, sorely miss the 
snow and Jcc wliich enables them 
U> travel with sledftcs and (logs. 
They are obliged to carry all their 
belongings on their tracks. The 
pack on the woman in the picture 


Is a bundle of skins for bedding;. 
Rolled in it is the precious stone 
cooking 
pot which the 
ISskimo 
make from a soft stone that is 
found In only one place.of tiie 
American Arctic regions so far as 
known. 
The women 
can carry 


wclshus and travel swiftly quite as 
well as the men can. 


With the approach of spring, 


but while, the Arctic Sea still is 
frozen and there remains enough 
ice on the land to permit travel 
with .sleds and dogs, the "Eskimo 
of the Stone ARC'' leave their 
snow-villages and move to the 
American continent, where they 
establish summer hunting camps 
well south, though still within 
tbe Arctic Circle. After his so- 
jonrn on the .winter ice with 
these primitive people, Mr. Stef- 
anason similarly journeyed into 
the continent, and sjkvnt summer 
with them, hunting- caribou and 
collecting- their talcs. 
Today's 
installment covers his summer 
and the following winter. 


(Continued From Last Sunday). 


IS we 
proceeded 
east 


along Dolphin and Un- 
ion Straits from 
Cape 


B e x ) e y, 
we 
found 


traces of Eskimo par- 
ties going in from their 
winter hunt on the sea 
ice to cache their clothing, house- 
hold property, and stores of oil on 
the beach preparatory to moving In- 
land for their summer caribou hunt. 
The caribou 
in 
this 
district are 
scarce in spring and difficult to get 
by tbe hunting methods of the Es- 
kimo. 
Fish -were not secured 
in 
large 
numbers, 
either, 
for these 


people know nothing of nets. 
Our 


archaeological 
investigations 
have 


shown us 
that the knowledge of 
fishing by nets never extended far- 
ther east along the north shore of 
the mainland than Cape Parry, and 
the Copper Eskimo have no method 
of catching 
fish 
except 
that of 


hooks and spears. The hooks are. 
like most of their weapons, made of 
native copper. 
There Is no barb, 


and unless the fish lie pulled out of 
the water as coon as he takes the 
hook he is sure to get off again. 
For this reason they cannot use set- 
lines. 


As soon as the straits began to 
narrow, east of Capo Bexley, we be- 
gan to find 
more and 
more fre- 


quently the tracks of the northward 
migrating 
bands 
of 
cow caribou 


bound for Victoria Island. At first 
we did not sec on an average more 
than ten or fifteen animals a day, 
but later they increased in number: 
and with 
our 
excellent rifles we 


found not the slightest difficulty in 
supplying ourselves with plenty 
of 


venison and in having r.auuxh 
tu 


feed also the people whose villages 
we visited. 


• CARIBOU TAKK TO ICK. 
In going north from the American 


mainland, caribou take the ice with- 
out hesitation. 
Jt cannot be that 


they see land to the north of the 
straits, for half of the time at least 
the land is hidden in haze, even from 
the human eye, which is far keener 
than that of caribou. Neither can 
it be sense 
of 
.smell 
that guides 


them, for their northward prowess 
Is riot Interfered with by change of 
wind. 
They will sometimes go ten 


miles out on the ice and lie down 
there, then wander around in cir- 
cles for several hours or half a 
day, and finally proceed north again. 


The bands 
generally were from 


five to twelve, mostly females about 
to drop their fawns, but also year- 
lins and two-year-olds of both sexes. 
All were skin-poor and the marrow 
in their bones was as blood, but we 
had -with us plenty of seal oil, so the. 
two together made a satisfactory 
diet. 


The skins 
at 
this season 
are 


•worthless, partly because the hair . 
is loose, but also because they ore 
full of holes, ranging in size from 
that of a pea to that of a navy-bean, 
from the grubs ot the bot-fly wliich 
infest the 
backs 
of 
the animals. 


When spread out to dry, the skin 
of the spring-killed caribou looks 
like a sieve. 
In general, we tried to get a man 


from each party we found to accom- 
pany us to the next party or village 
to introduce us properly and guard 
against possible mishap, but when 
no one was with us, we always had 
to go through 
the 
formality 
of 
standing outside the 
house 
until 


someone could get a little blubber, 
cut It in pieces, and let each of ug 
swallow one piece. This is the or- 
dinary test to 
determine -whether 


the visitor is human or a spirit, for 
it is a well-known fact that spirits 
will not swallow blubber. We found 
the people everywhere, when this 
formality was over, uniformly hos- 
pitable and glad to see us. 
They 


•were especially glad we came at this 
time of year, fox the fishing 
was 


precarious and most of them were 
on short rations. 


Commonly 
my 
Eskimo 
would 


pitch camp, while I went in search 
of caribou. 
On hearing the report 


of my 
rifle a sledge would 
come 


from the village for the meat. Al- 
though the 
caribou 
bands 
were 


small, I often managed to save am- 
munition by aligning two and get- 
ting them in one shot. 
Unless it 


struck a large animal's vertebrae, 
the soft-pointed bullet of the sii 
and one-half millimeter Mannlichcr- 
Schoenauc-r. despite its mushroom- 
ing, 
retained 
killing-force 
after 
passing through the 
body of the 


first caribou. 


As spring was approaching. I de- 


cided not 
to 
follow 
Dolphin and 


Union Straits further, but to turn 
south. cross them quickly to 
the 


North 
American 
mainland, 
and 


work to Coronation Gulf overland. 
"We reached the western arm of this 
great gulf -May 2S and found hardiy 
a sign of thaw, so continued south 
on the fuif ice, in daylight lasting 
the twenty-four hours through. 


One morning we sighted Eskimo 


and, simultaneously, a seal basking 
on the 
ice. 
Although 
they 
wore 


short of provisions, they 
had not 


tried for the animal, because, curi- 


' ously. the art of harpooning seal on 


the ice is practiced almost not at all 
by those copper Kskimo. 
Among 


them, in general. J should say that 
not more than one in six knows how 


' to hunt seals on the spring Ice, and 


those who know are chiefly old men. 
The whole family, therefore, looked 
on with great interest as my Alaskan 
c«mpanion Natkuxiak crawled up to 
-within about twenty yards of this 
seal anri shot him. 


HITXTIXG SKAIj OX ICE. 


At this season the seals lie on top 


of the ice basking in the warm sun. 
You see them here and there like 
small black dots sp.rinkled over the 
vast whiteness of the ocean. 
Each 


lies beside a hole which he has kept 
open «iU winter by gnawing, his sup- 


ply of fre.sh air. and which he has 
now erTlargcd from the two inches 
necessary to give air space to his 
nostrils, to p<-rhaps a foot and n. 
half in diameter, so that he can 
haul 
himself 
out. 
He lies on a 


slipper inclin-- beside this hole, and 
the least twitch of his body will 
slide him into tin.: water. lie must. 
therefore. bo approached and killed 
before IK- has suspicion of danger. 
and he must lie killed instantly, for 
the quirvpr of a flijipcir would be 
almost a.s effective as the most en- 
ergetic 
movement 
in sliding 
his 


.body inlii the water. 


Tlu'.s fai/iily differed not at 
all 


from the generality of their coun- 
trymen in being* more 
impressed 


with my cnnipMiinn's .skill hi .stalk- 
in tf, whirh tli'-y thoroughly under- 
stood, than by the performance of 
his rifle, which to thom were mirac- 
ulous anrt therefore no mure won- 
derful than ordinary jiilrar.-le.s. 


Proceeding smith, we came. into a 


small village :u the mouth of the 
Uae river, inhabited by a tribe who 
;:himl'I 
have 
.sonic 
knowledge of 


white men, for records show that 
Pca.se and 
Simpson 
had 
visited 


thorn in the ihirtie.s and Richardson 
and Kae. in the forties of the last 
century. 
THKY HAD SKKX \VIHT15 MEX. 


1 asked them what they knew of 


white men. Oh, they^knew a great 
deal, they said. 
A few years ago 


a single Kskimo family of a 
tribe 


other than 
theirs 
hud seen white 


men on a lake inland to tht> south. 
This I was able to identify as Dis- 
mal Lake, and the party of course 
was Itanl.'Ury's in 1004. But hadn't 
they themselves seen white men, I 
asked them. 
No, they never had, 


and were .sure white men had never 
been in their country, but they knew 
11 great deal about white men other 
than llanbttry by hearsay from the 
tribes to the east. 


The one old man 
of the village 


did not happen to be present. When 
he came to our tent 1 jusked him the 
same question. 
oh, yes, he 
had 


seen white men. lie had seen them 
when he was a small 
l/oy and he 


well remembered the nccrmion. His 
parents and i-llH-r people had been 
encamped exactly where we were 
now an<! while men had 'come from 
the north without boats atjd wanted 
to cross the river. The Eskimo had 
made rafts by lashing several 
of 


their kayaks together and had fer- 
ried the white men over. 


This coincided exactly -with Dr. 


Richardson's account of his cross- 
ing- the river in 1S4S. i asked the 
younger generation why they had 
not told me this. Their answer -was: 
"We did not know; we did not see 
it." 
"But didn't you hear?" 
Oh, 


yes, they had heard, but they had 
heard so many things. 


DtFFICTJI/rY OF UEARXIXG 


This illustrates 
well 
the 
diffi- 


culty of learning things from 
the 


Kskimo. 
In general, they are will- 


ing to tell, but they don't seem to 
realize what 
you 
want 
to learn. 


Another great and real difficulty is 
that so many wonderful things hap- 
pen to them continually that all the 
different wonders take a dead level 
and none 
stand 
out 
above 
the 


others. 
Suppose, for instance, that some 


of these people might (as they did 
not) 
have made a five-hundred- 


mile journey en.st in 1il03 to visit 
Captain Amundson at King William 
island. 
They would have seen a 


ship quite beyond the.ir comprehcn- 
s'ion, and marvelous things without 
end: 
and on their return their sto- 


ries would have been listened 
to 


with interest, and they themselves 
would have been centers of attrac- 
tion for some time. 
But soon some 


powerful magician would have hail 
occasion to visit the white man's 
land in a spirit flight, returning with 
far more wonderful stories. And then 
another shaman would have taken 
a journey 
to 
the 
moon and re- 


turned with tales about the curious 
people 
he 
had 
seen 
and 
their 


strange customs. 
In his turn he 


would have boon believed and would 
have had his day, as people have 
their day in the newspapers of our 
country. 


A few years-later if I visited these. 


people they would tell me of 
the. 


journey to King William Island, of 
the journey to the white men's land, 
and the journey to the moon with 
equal impressiveness, leaving me de- 
pendent entirely upon my own re- 
tources in determining wliich was 
fact 
and 
which 
fiction. Among 


themselves the comparatively tame 
experiences of the people who really 
.saw Amundson would soon bo lo.st 
and forgotten in the wealth of ad- 
venture and extraordinary detail of 
the miraculous journeys that 
had 


boon made- tr> stranger and 
more 


distant places. 


FROM ICE TO IIKAT. 


On June-M we entered the month 


of the great Copper-mine river of 
the North American continent, to 
find the ico smooth, snow-covered 
and white as In mid-winter — a wel-

come sight, for it meant easy and 
quick sledge-travel, 
and 
we were 


eager to hurry to Great Bear Lake, 
to spend the summer in the limit- 
ing camps of our Kskimo friends, 
who were to mo(ve southward from 
the various points of Dolphin and 
Union Straits. 


Hut the aspect of things changed 


suddenly. 
Before we could reach 


the tree-line, the snow and ice had 
failed us, and the -weather became 
hot. 
It was impossible to sledge 


our full load; so we. cached every- 
thing except ammunition and cook- 
ing»gear, leaving even my camera 
and large note-book, in the expec- 
tation' that we should soon have oc- 
casion to return to the cache. 


We found, however, that here the 


number of caribou was not more 
than about one to every" hundred 
square miles, so tha.t each time we 
killed one. we had to move far south 
far the next. 
By the end of June 


we had moved so far that it was 
evident we 
could 
not 
possibly go 


back to our cache during the sum- 


mer, for to go back meant starva- 
tion. 
By killing the caribou as we 


went, we ha.d 
burned our bridges 


behind us. 


'Later, after we found the, Kskimo. 


there was scarcely a half-hour when 
some striking scene in their lives 
did not remind rue acutely of my 
missing camera. 
AS for my diary 


of that summer, 1 had to write it 
in my small note-book in so micro- 
scopic a hand that it is difficult to 
read without a magnifying glass. 


July overtook us, still on our way 


southward. It was intolerably hot. 
T feel .sure that many a day 
the 


temperature must have been over 
100 degrees in the sun, and 
some- 


times for weeks on end there was 
not a cloud -Iiijthe .sky. 
At mid- 


night the sun was what ivc would 
call an hour high, so that it. boat on 
us without pause the 
twenty-four 


hours through. 
The hottest period 


was about S o'clock in the evening, 
and* the coolest perhaps 4 or 5 in 
the morning. 


The mosquitoes -were so bad that 


several of our dogs went completely 
blind for the time, through swelling 
around their 
eyes, and 
all were 


lame from running sores caused by 
mosquito 
stings 
where 
the 
hair 


meets the pad of the foot. 


On our entire expedition we had 


no experience that more nearly de- 
served the name of suffering than 
this of combined heat and mosqui- 
toes of our Coppermine river sum- 
/mer." . 


On August 1, a little east of Dis- 


mal Lake, we found a camp of the 
Itae River Eskimo whom we had 
met in May. 
With them we moved 


south to the 
headwaters of Dease 


river 
whore 
the 
caribou-hunting 


camps of the Eskimo were scattered 
on all the hills. • 


It was one of the most cosmopoli- 


tan 
communities 
of 
Eskimo in 


America, for they come here from 
p.reat distances to 
get 
wood for 


sleds and 
weapons. 
There 
were 


families from Dolphin and 
Union 
Straits as far west as Cape Bexley, 
several from Victoria Island 
and

some from the east coast of Bathurst 
Inlet. 
Thus 
the gathering repre- 


sented people from .a territory five 
hundred miles east to -west, and two 
hundred or more miles north 
to 


uouth. 


The oldest men told us a rather 


surprising thing: that from 
their 


infancy they and their countrymen 
had been in 
the 
yearly habit of 


hunting down to the northeast shore 
of Bear Lake. This is extraordinary 
in view of the fact th^t Bear Lake 
has been a sort of Mecca for 
the 


explorers of the North for a hun- 
dred years, and the Hudson's Bay 
Company has had a. station at Fort 
Xorman 
for a 
century; and yet 


neither these explorers nor the Hud- 
son's Bay Company,' nor even the 
Bear Lake Indians, realized that a 
large body of Eskimo hunted on the 
shores of the lake every year. True, 
every few years frightened Slavey 
or Dogrib Indians would come to 
the Hudson's Bay 
Company's post 


with stories of traces of the dreaded 
Eskimo, 
but 
it was believed that 
these were 
but small 
wandering 


bands who had come a great way 
from 
their 
country, 
which 
was 


supposed to be at a vast distance to 
the northeast. 
PROF1TABIJE SUMMER'S STCDY. 


My summer with the Copper Es- 


kimo passed pleasantly for me, and 
profitably. 
Fronj the first they ac- 


cepted me as one of them—they had 
not known that I -was a white man 
until I told them so. My life was_ 
exactly as theirs in that I.followed' 
the game and hunted for a living. 
Even my rifle did not differentiate 
me from them, because they looked 
upon its performances as my magic, 
differing in no way'essentially from 
their magic. 


By August the caribou skins -were 


suitable for clothing. 
Up to 
that 


time we had 
killed only for food 


and had eaten each animal before 
moving, so that our baggage had 
not increased; but now we had to. 
begin saving skins against winter, 
and by the latter part of August we 
had a bundle of something like forty 
of the soft, short-haired pelts, so 
that our movements began to be, 
hampered by the bulk and weight of 
our back-loads. 
We therefore chose 


a. large dead spruce, the trunk of 
which was free of bark and limbs, 
and fifteen feet up it we suspended 
our bundle of skins. 
ESKIMO START XOBTH AGAIN. 


. By the' end 
of September, 
the 


caribou had 
become 
Very scarce, 


and the Eskimo were only waiting 
for the first snow so that they could 
sledge their stores of sleds, snow- 
shovels, 
bows, spear-handles 
anfl 


other 
wooden 
articles, and their 
meat and skins, northward to the 
coast to spend the winter in seal- 
ing.I will note here that the Eskimo 
reverse the order of all other migra- 
tory creatures, for they move south 
in the summer and north in winter. 


By September 25 no snow 
had 


fallen, 
and 
starvation 
began to 


threaten, so they started with their 
loads on their backs. 
I wished to 


accompany 
them, but 
their only 


source of food is the seal, hunted by 
methods unfamiliar to us; and de- 
spite assiduous hunting they are re- 
duced 
to the 
verge of starvation 


every winter. 
I decided, therefore, 


to go north to our Langton Bay base 
near 
Cape Parry 
to 
find 
Dr. 


Anderson 
for I guessed that his 


Eskimo would be sure that we had 
perished 
long 
ago, and th^t 
he 


would be preparing a search-expe- 
dition, as, indeed, was the case. 


VAST CARIBOU HERD. 


Before I started, Natkusiak and 


Tannaumirk went off on a prospect- 
ing trip eastward during my tem- 
porary absence 
from 
camp, and 


came across the one big herd 
of 


caribou that entered our territory 
that year. 
I have often seen 
five 


hundred 
caribou 
in a band, 
and 


sometimes a thousand, but the herd 
seen by- them certainly numbered 
many hundreds of thousands, and 
probably millions. 


The two Eskimo were approach- 


ing a small lake, when they noticed 
a strange stench which they hardly 
knew how to 
interpret. The big 


herd must have been a few miles to 
the north, and they had smolled it 
as one might smell a. barnyard on 
'close approach. 


They 
wasted 
most 
of the car- 


tridges on a few caribou In sight, 
skinned half a dozen or so, 
and 


camped. 
Next morning, when they 


were nearly without cartridges, they 
were awakened 
by 
the tramp of 


caribou marching past in solid col- 
umns, three, or more abreast, and 
the columns anywhere from a few 
yards to a quarter of a mile apart, 
sometimes walking but generally on 
a trot. Such a sight had never been* 
seen by my Eskimo, and it dum- 
founded them. Natkusiak, who al- 
ways did the thinking for the two, 
decided immediately that he would 
try to kill two or three with each 
cartridge, while Tannaumirk 
hur- 


ried bi).ck to camp for ammunition. 


Tnnaumlrk got a- mile or so on 


his way when ho saw the caribot 
crossing the frozen river, down a 
steep cut-bank. It occurred to him 
to hide uner the cut-bank, and etab 
them as they passed. The animal! 
were too quick for 
him, and al- 


though, according- to his story, he 
was several times able to touch them 
with the point of his knife, he va« 
unable to kill any. 
He then cut 


down a stout willow and made a 
long spear-handle for his knife. Ke 
is very sure that had he done this 
in the first 
place 
he would have 


killed a good 
many caribou, 
but 


when he took up his position afresh 
under the 
cut-bank, 
the caribou 


had ceased coming: over that spot. 
Nevertheless, he spent 
the 
entire 


day skulking under other cut-banks, 
trying to stab caribou until 
ther^ 


was only daylight enough left 
to 


reach home. 


TAXXAUMIRK'S FOOLJSHXESS. 
The next morning when he was 


returning to Natkusiak with ammu- 
nition, he saw a band of bull .cari- 
bou near camp. 
Tannaumirk was 


never very bright, and he. spent the 
entire day stalking' 
and 
shooting 


three bulls. 
While skinning- them, 


he saw some wolves, and made up 
his mind that it was important to 
carry the meat to camp. 
It was 


nearly evening of the third day 
when he finally ^ot back to Natku- 
siak with the cartridges. 


Natkusiak had used his four or 


five bullets so well that he averaged 
two deer with each one, but 
the 


herd had passed and only a few 
stragglers 
remained. 
I found a 


belt of 
country 
several 
miles in 


breadth so trampled down by the 
feet of the caribou that it might be 
spoken of as one continuous trail. 
Had I been 
there 
myself. I don't 


think there would have been any 
possibility of making even an ap- 
proximate count of the herd. As it 
was, 1 
merely 
agree 
with 
the 


Kskimo that the numbers were be- 
yond comprehension. 
Wre got only 


twenty-nine animals out of it, how- 
evr, while with any management at 
all we should have been able to kill 
at one spot enough meat to last us 
the whole winter. 


Between us at Bear Lake, and our 


Arctic coast base at Langton Bay, 
lay the largest unexplored area of 
the North American continent, and 
I was anxious to cover it. 
I was 


particularly eager to chart the Hor- 
ton river, which is set down on the 
maps vaguely as merely a small 
stream, but ivhich we had found to 
have all the ear-marks of a 
big 


river, since it seemed as wide at 
250 miles up-stream as it was 25 
miles from the sea. 
(I mig-ht say 


that we succeeded in mapping it, and 
that it is a river of about the mag- 
nitude of the Hudson.) 


We had seven days of hard travel 


and short 
commons, 
for caribou 


were scarce. 
Then we got a few 


and finally reached the base, where 
we found Dr. Anderson had gone a 
thousand miles to get mail from the 
whaling station at Herschel Island. 
The most recent date on a letter was 
May 13. It was then December 4. 


HARD CONTIXENTAL TRIP. 
This trip northward across the 


section of- the continent looked easy 
on the map, but it really -was 
the 


most difficult we ever made. 
"We 


had failed to find game, even ptar- 
migan. For a period our fat ration 
had been down to an eighth-pound 
of tallow per day per man. We gave 
our dogs about as much tallow as 
we took ourselves, and to give them 
something of bulk in their stom- 
achs, we divided among thenj some 
long-haired caribou skins. 


' After resting at Langton Bay for 


two 
weeks, Dr. Anderson and I 


started on the return to Bear Lake 
where we intended to stay till spring 
would permit my journey to Coro- 
nation Gulf to live once more among 
the Eskimo. We made the journey 
successfully 
in 
fchirty-three days 


and with no adventifres except an- 
other period of short commons, and 
some experiences of intense cold. 


ASPECTS OF COLD. 


Our 
thermometer 
had 
broken 


and so 1 speak without the book, 
but there is little doubt that 
the 


temperature often was considerably 
below 50 degrees Farenheit. 


There are few things one sees in 


the North so nearly beyond belief 
as certain of the phenomena of in- 
tense cold as I saw and heard them 
then. 
Wherever a band of caribou 


was in the woods, you- could 
not 


only see steam rising from it above 
the trees and even on the other side 
of a, fairly high hill, but more re- 
markable still, the air was so calm 
that an animal running rapidly left 
a cloud of steam on his trail mark- 
ing it out plainly for a mile behind 
him. 
"When you stopped to listen, 


you could hear the tramp of march- 
ing caribou all around you. On such 
days I have watched caribou bands 
a full mile away whose walking I 
could hear distinctly although there 
was no crust on the snow; and as 
for them, they could not only hear 
me walking, but could even tell the 
dfiference in the sounds of my foot- 
steps from those of the hundreds of 
caribou that were walking about at 
the same time. 


Once when I heard the approach 


of a. small 
band, I stopped 
and 


waited for them. 
I always carry 


the magazine of my rifle full 
but 


the chamber empty. 
As the ani- 
mals approached I drew back tha 
bolt to throw a cartridge into the 
chamber, but when 1 tried to shove 
the bolt forward it stuck fast. This 
is the only time in four years of 
hard usage that anything has in- 
terfered with the perfect working 
of my Mannlicher-Schoonauer. The 
caribou were moving past without 
seeing me, and I became a bit ex- 
cited. I knew the rifle was strong, 
and I hammered on the end of the 
bolt with the palm of my hand, but 
it would not move. 


When the caribou were 
finally 


out of range, I for the first time 
took a good look at the rifle, and 
saw that one side of the bolt had 
something 
frozen 
fast 
to it. 
It 


turned out that when I had drawn 
the bolt back I had carelessly al- 
lowed the palm of my bare hand to 
rest against the bolt, and a piece of 
skin about an inch long and a quar- 
ter of an inch wide had frozen fast 
to the bolt and been torn away from 
my hand without my noticing It. It 
took but a few moments scraping 
with rny hunting knife to remove 
the blood from the bolt, and 
the 


rifle was 
in good 
working order 


again. 


Within twenty days after cetab- 


lishing our winter camp we killed 
68 caribou, and thus had ample meat 
for the rest of the winter, and -we 
were in good condition when March 
arrived, and -we -were ready to start 
again to live with the Eskimo tribes 
of Coronation Gulf.

found by an oil prospector. He will

."igns of oil. As soon as he is sure 
that thp rock or soil contains oil he 
will notify the company in whose 
interest he is working. 
Then ma- 


chinery is brought to the place and 
an oil well is sunk. Tanks are erect- 
ed and pumps are installed. 
If the 


well is good soon a thick, black, 
dirty oil will becin to fill the tanks. 
This oil is carried in pipe lines to 
the nearest oil refinery of the com- 
pany who owns the oil. 


In the refinery the oil is again put 


in the tajiks. This oil is called crude 
oil. After the oil is in the tank the 
water and dirt arc- run out ajid the 
oil settle-1?. Crude oil is used mostly 
for engines, furnaces and steam- 
boats. 


It is from !ho crude oil also that 


the refined products are made. The 
most common of theye are gasoline, 
engine distillate, stove distillate, ben- 
zine and korosene. 


Gai-f'lino is made by removing the 


asphalium materials from the crude 
oil. mainly naptha and benzine. This 
is done by heat and machinery. 


Engine distillate goes through al- 


most the same process except that it 
IB plower in exploding but does so 
TFlth more force. 


Stove distillate is thicker and not 


as pure, but it is not very explosive. 
It contains more tar oil. 


Benzine is not explosive and is 
very sirens; for removing grease and 
dirt, it is made the same n.« gaso- 
line except thai it is heated more. 


Kerosene is slightly explosive and 


requires the most heat i,f nil in the 
manufacture whi'-h is mostly evap- 
oration. 


Gasoline is used for au'.os. trucks, 


boats, airships and other things. 


Kng-ine distillate is used for trucks, 


tractors and stationary gas engines. 
Renzine is fur

stoves. 


Stove distillate is for stove.-? in cafc-= 
and hotels.

"Please don't paint me in the light 


of a hero," were the first words that 
Captain Robert Warwick, U. S. A.. 
A. E. F., said when interviewed in New 
York after seventeen months in the 
army during which time he spent a 
year at the front. 
"I merely did my 


little btt and was one of two million 
other Americans there." At the same 
time we learned from another source 
. that Captain Warwick 
was among 


those present at the nig "shows." as 
the battles are termed by the dough- 
boys, and figured in some of the most 
critical moments just before the Hin- 
denburg line broke. 
Among his tro- 


phies 
are trench and dress helmets 


that have seen much service with the 
Hun armies, rifles, revolvers and au- 
tomatics that, if they could talk, would 
tell stories of fights that far exceeded 
for thrills any the screen had ever de- 
picted. 


IS REAL HERO. 


We learned, but not from Warwick, 


that the popular "movie" star took a 
most active part in many of the big- 
gest events which turned the tide of 
the war against the Hun. His reward 
came when, on entering Alsace-Lor- 
raine, with the victors, he was among 
the very first of the allied soldiers to 
step foot on German soil. 


Like many other returning heroes, 


Captain Warwick persisted in praising 
the work of others. 
"1 want to say 


that these bravery of the motion pic- 
ture cameramen was a credit to the 
'movies.' 
These bo.'s stuck to their 


cameras through the worst of it. juat 
as iC they were back at the studio film- 
ing a staged battle scene. 
Many brave 


'grinders' will no longer turn a camera 
crank. 
One boy was found dragging 


himself throug No Man's Land several 
hours after a 'big show' was over, 
tagging 
his camera containing some 


great 'shots' and weak from the loss 
of blood that had 
poured from 
his 


three wounds." 
It is interesting to 


note that Captain Warwick happened 
to b» in active charge of these camera- 
men and personally directed the tak- 
ing of these battle scenes which were 
included 
in some of the government 


films recently released. 


IRENE CASTLE, TOO. 


Another screen favorite who actually 


gave up her career to really help -was 
Irene Castle, -wife of the late Vernon 
Castle, who lost his life in the per- 
formance of his duty. In England Mrs. 
Castle did the things wo see the pretty 
nurses do on the screen. Tireless in 
her efforts to spread good cheer among 
the 
wounded, her work proved too 


gre.it a strain for her and she was 
compelled to take a rest. Tier recuper- 
ating period was not for long, however, 
for she was back nmoncr her "boys" 
before half the time the doctor ordered, 
her to rest, had passed. On board thn 
fi. S. Megantne crowded with troops 
going 
over, the famous dancer and 


.screen star found her work. The nerve- 
racking 
experiences of such voyage 


with its submarine terrors, when every 
little jar brought a shock of death to 
those on board, can only he appre- 
ciated by those who have gone througli 
the ordeal. 
Night and Any Irene Cas- 


tle sang, danced and told stories to the 
boys to keep up their vtonderful spirii. 
And then a submarine attack at mid- 
night! 
Perhaps it was a real attack 


and perhaps a "false alarm." At any 
rate the suspense brought about after 
the warning came could have been r.o 
greater, regardless. 
After much ex- 


citement and an hour's wa.it. it was felt 
that the ship was out of danger—and 
then Irene Castle gave an improptu per- 
formance to a thousand soldiers at 2 a. 
m., to make them forget. 


In England Mrs. Castle was com- 


manded io appear before the king and 
queen, who were charmed with her art. 
General Joffre. on the occasion of his 
welcome to England, was equally de- 
lighted with her performance. 
But the 


great work was among the American 
doughboys and the English Tommies 
who were put out of the strife and 
many permanently crippled. "I was in 
love wilh my •work," said Mrs. Castle, 
who has also just returned to tills coun- 
try, "but every time" I left one of those 
hospitals I felt so depressed 1 thought 
I could never enter another. There was 
I trying to dispense good cheer and at 
the same time when 1 left the scenes 
of my work my spirits wore far lower 
than the poor boys I tried to help. The 
sights I saw 
will remain with me 


through life and the wonderful courage 
of those boys, some still in their 'teens. 
is to my mind the most beautiful tribute 
to the countries from which they came."

Miss Marion ceased writing for 
Marj' and went abroad to "do some- 
thing" in connection with the commit- 
tee on public information. 
Her work 


was a secret and took her to the very 
front, In fact, ahead of the front in a 
number of cases. It is now learned that 
she was producing a special government 
film which wasjjto be eleven reels, six 
of which were finished when the armis- 
tice was signed. The production of this 
picture took Miss Marion 
Into 
the 


thickest of the fighting and in order to' 
get films of the advancing Americans 
and the retreating Germans, she was 
far ahead of the American lines on a 
number of occasions. ^3he was in such 
a 
position when the armistice was 


signed which was the reason for her 
bein gthe first American woman across 
the Rhine at Coblenz. 


Harry Thorpe, formerly cemaraman 


for Douglas Fairbanks and Wesley Rug- 
g!es, well known film director, accom- 
panied Miss Marion. 


And the deeds of bravery were not 


confined 
to 
the ' celebrities 
of 
the 


"movie" ranks. There is First lieu- 
tenant William J. Moore, who started 
in the motion picture business as an of- 
fice boy, later becoming an actor of 
small roles, who played a big part in his 
regiment, winning the Croix de Guerre. 
Like r\ost other heroes, he would not 
tell how he received his medal, but 
from his comrades we are told he saved 
an entire Company that was entombed 
in a dugout which had caved in. His 
superior officers nil killed, Moore, who 
v.-as a sergeant at the time, took com- 
mand of the remainder of his company, 
organized a rescue party and person- 
ally conducted the rescue work under 
heavy shell fire. Two wounds laid him 
low finally, but his work was accom- 
plished.

plate or lithographic stone in such 
fashion that the full beauty of the 
material appears. One thinks of the 
ethereal overtones of his Pastels— 
we have 
before 
us 
the sudden 


whites, 
the 
delicately modulated 


prnys and the rich depth, the pro- 
digious mystery of the blacks of his 
engraved work. He is a 
French 


artist: creative in ideas, classical In 
his instinct for the aesthetic effect. 
And above the means is the man— 
in control till the last, and like all 
artists of his rank, plunging always 
deeper into the treasure of hig inex- 
haustible spirit to bnng; to liffht, for 
our wonder, an ever clearer and 
more living art. 


"Since last the work of Odilon Rc- 


don was shown in New York he has 
passed through the door which the 
old Chinese artist speaks of. and 
though he was past 76 in the year 
of his death, 1916. and though ho 
was a serenity that few attain, one 
cannot but think that to the last 
moment his face turned back to this 
world which he had so loved. 'When 
1 look for an image of youth I think 
of Redon,' said a French iady who 
knew him in his later years. It was 
one more witnessing of his closeness 
to his world and to his theme—this 
man 
whose production seems as 


timeless as it is unworldly. 
And 


how the youth of France—the best 
of it—gathered around him; What 
it got from him would be too much 
to tell here, but we may note that 
his own enduring youth was rich in 
that generative faculty which per- 
mits the artist to pass on something 
of his life to others, and so, through 
the influence of the form he evolved 
and still more through his original 
and profound ideas, he reaches out 
to us and seems alive. 


"Those who knew 
him at 
his 


home, in the quiet studio that had 
seen about him the great" poets, the 
musicians and painters who were his 
friends and visitors, will not fail to 
cherish the memory- 
The simplest, 


blithest, kindliest ot men at first 
.sight—and at last a man as natural 
in his enjoyment of pood fun and 
good wine, the fragrance of his cig. 
arette and the gayety of flowers as 
he was in his admiration for tho 
beauty of Mallarme. the magnifi- 
cence of Brahms (whnm he was one 
of the firwt in Paris to defend), Re- 
don, in all his unassuming geniality, 
had about him, unconsciously, some- 
thing of the symbolic. He symbolized 


the culture of France and one felt 
its centuries behind him. 


"The charity and grace of the old 


French writers were in his speech, 
and while his deepest thought went 
through the channel of his are there 
was not lacking about the man some 
hint of his power over 
expressive 


form, a heritage from his ancestors 
of the Gothic time. 


"Delacroix, among his own coun- 


trymen, was perhaps the artist he 
spoke of most often, while among 
his supreme preferences Rembrandt, 
Leonardo and Durer were first. 
'I 


have said nothing,' he once wrote, 
'of which there is not the grand pre- 
sentiment in the engravings of Mel- 
ancholia by Albrecht Durer. Some 
would think it incoherent. Xo, it is- 
written, it is written with line alone 
and according to its puissant forces. 
A grave and profound spirit, who 
sways us there, to and fro, as with 
the pressed and dense accents of a 
severe fugue.' 


"In this passage, as in all his 


words and in his pictures. Redon 
the man and Redon the artist are 
intimately one. He liked to speak, 
with his bright humor, of how close 
he came to being: an American, his 
birth having occurred only a few 
weeks after the return of his parents 
to France after a long residence in 
this country. 
He was keenly inter- 


e^ted in news of the development of 
art and art appreciation here. There 
was in him. as in Flaubert, Baude- 
laire and Mallarme. to whom he re- 
lates, a certain tendency toward the 
exotic—one thinks of the dedication 
of two series of his plates, one to 
Goya and one to Edgar Allen Poe. 


"But we think of him above all as 


one of the great company of artists 
who lived in the Paris of the splen- 
did period which has just closed. He 
was of his city and of his time— 
seeming alone fn his time at mo- 
ments, as all men of his distinction 
must. He was not alone. There was 
always some response to his vision, 
and well before the end the convic- 
tion was nearly unanimous, amongt 
those competent to judge, that he 
had so expressed 
himself as to 


render 
unquestionable his 
place 


among those who reveal what is 
eesentla.1 In the life of their day. 


"The highest note we have struck.'' 
That epitomize* the verdict of the 


practicing artists and 
discerning 


laymen on the Firty-thlrd 
Annual 


Exhibition of the San Francisco Art 
Association that Is attracting hun- 
dreds of men and women to 
the 
Palace of Fine Arts by the .blue la- 
goon, where five galleries are offe.r- 
ing relaxation and refreshment to 
the dwellers around the bay. 


It is a bit regretful that some of 


the 
older 
men—men 
who 
have 


achieved, like Arthur Matthews and 
Francis McComas—are not repre- 
sented; but their absence is in a 
measure compensated by the virile 
showing made by a group of jounger 
painters and youngsters who are try- 
ing out their wings and who give 
promise> of having1 something worth- 
while to offer.

Marco Zim, who offers an interesting 
sculptured portrait and two etchings. 


Apropos of the number of new 


men and -women who are exhibiting 
in the current show, the appearance 
of many of the most interesting of 
them may be traced to the 
open 


door that swung wide in the Jury- 
Iree exhibition that marked the be- 
ginning of the activities of the Pal- 
ace of Fine Arts under the regime 
of the San Francisco Art Associa- 
tion. 
But always there are cavilers, and 


there were hosts of them then. 
But 


the wisdom of the democratic show, 
irrespective of tendencies or affilia- 
tions of artists, has 
been 
amply 


proven since that refreshing affair, 
and all observers who are honest 
with themselves must admit 
the 


•tact—a philosophy long ago estab- 
lished in New Tork and in France, 
where the experiment has long ago 
passed tne debatable stage. 


Now that the Palace of Fine Arts 


has rounded out the third year of its 
activities, 
with a record of some- 


thing over 500,000 visitors, and hav- 
ing thus established itself as one of. 
the greatest institutions of culture 
and refreshment in the TVest, those 
who have loved the blessed spot and 
loyally stood by when the, 
storms 
'were breaking over it are gathering 


together to celebrate spreading their 
jubilation over the Sundays that are 
concerned with the current show.

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BOOK REVIEWS AND LITERARY NOTES J 
"WOMEN" 


Writer- on This Subject, for 


One Reason or Another, 
Keeps Identity in Back- 
ground; Book Is Filled 
With Ideas and Humor. 


Some one in tho long ago made 


an axiomatic remark anent damning 
by faint praise, and this probably 
will be the verdict anent the pur- 
po^o of the anonymous author of 
"Women," which is a collection of 
essays that promise to arouso long 
argument and caustic condemnation 
of thB writer, who, regardless of 
what his shortcomings as a judge of 
woman may be, evidenced 
com- 


mendable caution in keeping secret 
his identity. 


As to that, so far as the women 


of the United States are concerned 
they probably can console themselves 
that the deductions of the writer are 
based on what he has learned of 
wonren in England, for it is of the 
women of England that he writes, 
at least when it comes to specific 
instances cited to support his conr 
tentlons. At the beginning he makes 
his bid of placation by heading the 
first essay "The Women Are Splen- 
did," which same expression 
was 


tised before to describe the attitude 
of the women of England toward the 
war. 


For the splendid part he touches 


briefly on what the women did in 
the way of aiding in the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war; also he 
says: "Not Lord Kitchener, but the 
•women of England, made the new 
armies." 


In this connection, that of tho 


mannal labor performed by women, 
the author says that most women 
•work better -with their hands than 
with head, because they are more 
accustomed 
to. "He attributes the 


clamor of women for the vote to a 
physical necessity for some sort of 
excitement, and asserts that wh^n 
the war came along to supplant the 
vote question as a medium of excite- 
ment, then and there the vote ques- 
tion was not "dopped," but "for- 
gotten." Wars, he says, are popular 
with women because women detest 
the routine of life. 


The writer asserts that war is 


essentially a woman's institution, 
and he elaborates to support this 
contention. 
Discussing the 
unex- 


pected hard qualities war has de- 
veloped in woman, the author says: 


"If they have shown themselves 


hard, stubborn, cruel 
anJ 
quite 


primitive in their pursuits and ad- 
mirations, the surprise is due to 
previous misconceptions. It is an- 
other and a most vitally important 
stage in the development of that sex- 
hatred which is going to be the 
most 
absorbing 
conflict 
of 
the 


future." 


In another place this appears: "It 


seems to be the fact that the aver- 
age woman is deficient in profound 
power and imagination." 


The other essays, or, rather divi- 


sions of the one essay, are entitled 
"Characteristics of Women," "Why 
Men Love "Women," "Women 
in 


Love," "The Best of Both Worlds." 
In -all of them there can bo found 
the faint praise that damns, and also 
some remarks that most persons 
will consider as damning without 
. anv faint praise. One thing can be 


said, and that is that there is no 
equivocation about the statements of 
the 
author of "Women," and he 


speaks as one having the courage of 
his convictions, if one can attribute 
courage to any convictions expressed 
anonymously. 


The writer of this review contends 


to no jrrcat knowledge of the fem- 
inine mind in its hidden workings, 
but he has had some experience of 
tho open and above-board charac- 
teristics of womankind, and for the 
most part is of the impression that 
should the author of "Women" be 
correct in his surmises he is gifted 
with extraordinary powers of in- 
sight or has conducted his investiga- 
tions along unusual pathways. There 
are some things uttered 
by the 


essayist that quicken recollection of 
some of the older poets, albeit the 
poets sung of love and the author of 
"Women" discourses! on. eex. On 
this subject he says: "The feminine 
obsession is sex. Ser is not a male 
obsession, but ia casual and periodi- 
cal in its demands on men's atten- 
tion, although the principal power." 


Something akin to a paraphrase of 


that old sentiment 
expressed 
in 


verse to the effect that love is of 
man"* life a thing apart, but is 
woman's whole existence. 


The "treat 'cm rough" exponents 


will find a supporter in the author of 
"Women," for affirming that rough- 
ness Is what women find irresistible, 
at least in the courting period, he 
says: 


"The ineffable joy of surrender is 


alone to be obtained through the 
strong man. He may bore her, may 
ill-treat her; he may be bovine, or 
selfish, or cantankerous. In the love 
period he alone can gratify 
her 


fancy, because her fancy is based 
upon instinct. He is the potential 
father of her children." 


The auihor gi\cs women the dis- 


tinction, if distinction it be, of being 
more sophisticated in her attitude 
toward lo\-c ih.'in is a man. 
Of 


man's unsophistication he says: 


"He is capable of saying in his 


own mind. 'Dear Mile thing,' and 
'Poor little cUrlinc' about a woman 
larger than htms-ulf. 
That is the 


extreme limit of .sentimentality; for 
it shows him besotted." 


The excerpts given herewith throw 


only" the highlights on the ideas of 
this writer on women. His argument 
is akin to many other arguments ad- 
vanced in support of a conten- 
tion that is. to say 
the 
least,

Frontier," Dr. Egan has told an ab- 
sorbingly interesting story of what 
he saw and did.

hand ac- 


counting of German customs, rules 
and personages as given by this ob- 
servant American assume the value 
ot a sociological document of dis- 
tinct historical bearing. 


The purchase by the United States 


of the Danish Antilles saw realized 
a cherished dream of Dr. ligan's and 
the reward of his tireless efforts. 
It 


was he who brought up the matter 
again and again only to see the plan 
fail at the last moment 
And it 


was the hand 
m Potsdam 
that 


stopped the negotiations. The story 
of this purchase, of the efforts to 
thwart it and of the final accom- 
plishment, as told by Dr. Kgan, is 
the story from the highest authority 
and is told here for the first time.

royal personages to Copenhagen and

is an added reason for our reading 
the book.

The diaiy tlculs with the events 


as they came to tho attention of th« 
writer and no attempt is made to 
exaggerate or to gloss, over; to the 
contrary what is. told is set forth 
concisely, with <in occasional whim- 
sical commentary by the author and 
with more occasional comment that 
lacks whlmsicalness, but is potent 
with horror. 
Feldwebel C. is dis- 


gusted by the drunkenness and sen- 
suality of his officers and by their 
disregard of the conduct of the pri- 
vate soldier, both 
toward women 


and toward property. He cites many 
incidents that tend to confirm the 
oft-marie aw-ertion that the German 
hi^h command not only winked-at, 
but actually encouraged the conduct 
that has caused the Hun to be a 
subject of malediction throughout 
tho civilized world.

of the federal employment service, 
is when employers of labor should 
list their needs at the nearest gov- 
ernment agency which, in Oakland, 
is at Tenth 
and 
Franklin streets. 


Forty thousand soldiers will be de- 
mobilised in California in the next 
few weeks, says William T. Boyee, 
federal director of the United Suites 
employment service for California, 
and the service has been directed to 
find them jobs. 


"But,'1 says Boyce, • "the service 


cannot make opportunities for em- 
ployment. 
Such' opportunities must 


come from employers. 
Every em- 


ployer in California who can make 
room in his establishment for one or 
more returning soldiers without in- 
creasing- the number of unemployed 
civilians should consider it his pa- 
triotic duty as a good American citi- 
zen to do so, and to at once list his 
order with the nearest office of the 
United States employment service. 


"There is grave danger in unem- 


ployment,, which is steadily on the 
increase, according: to reports issued 
l)y the United States department of 
labor," says Director Boyce, 
"and 


for that reason 
employers every- 


where should strain a point in order 
to provide employment for the re- 
turning soldiers, sailors, marines and 
war workers, who nave the right to 
expect an opportunity to earn an 
honest living'." 


The employment service in Cali- 


fornia alone has secured 
employ- 


ment of 10,820 soldiers since January 
1, 1919, according to a repurt made 
public today by Boyce. 
Since 
the 


United States employment service 
was established in California in Feb- 
ruary of 191S, according to the re- 
port, more thau 300,OW-1 men and 
women of this state have secured 
employment through the local offices 
of the service.

"The 
committee intends to give 


the fullest support to the work of the 
United States employment service 
and to encourage towns and cities, 
through public and private contribu- 
tions, to carry on the bureaus for 
returning soldiers and sailors and 
local employment offices, which the 
service itself will be unable to fi- 
nance until Congress appropriates 
the necessary money. 


"The bureaus for returning sol- 


diers and sailors must be maintained 
and increased, and all public and 
private efforts in every community 
to assist soldiers and sailors to suit- 
able employment must be 
coordi- 


nated and centralized through these 
bureaus. The welfare organizations 
and many commercial, 
civic and 


other voluntary bodies already are 
working through them, but this unity 
of effort must be complete and all- 
embracing If the employment prob- 
lem is to be satisfactorily solved."

only -with children of the pro-school 
age. 
Our schools have this extra 


burden, now because no one has 
taken tho proper care of the babies 
before it was time for them to go 
to school. 
All babies between birth 


and six years are invited to be 
brought by their mothers to the 
centers, there to undergo a thorough 
physical examination by a doctor— 
there to be weighed and measured 
by a. nurse—there to learn why the 
weighing and the measuring is the 
most important thing for a. mother 
to understand. 
• 


So many mothers haven't known 


before that there is a. right weight 
for a certain age, and a certain 
height, that there is a standard of 
growth. Doctors understand this' so 
well and know that when a little 
baby is under weight there is some 
reason for It—but sometimes just 
because mother didn't undtrstand 
the little failing baby dwindles away 
before the doctor 3s called. These 
are the simple facts that the Chil- 
dren's Year committees all over the 
country are trying to impress—and 
are impressing with marked success 
—upon tho mothers of the country, 
in whose hands lies tho future of 
tho country. 


Centers will be established in all 


parts of Oakland—for adenoids and 
flat feet do not thrive in any ona 
part of town—they are quite as apt 
to be present in F,ast Oakland as 
West Oakland—and the centers aro 
not to be established for sick babies 


-they are absolutely for -\vcU babies 


—any baby who has any sort of a 
communicable disease, oven a cold, 
is invited to stay at home where' 


sick babies belong; the centers arc 
designed as educational and pre- 
ventive establishments and not hos- 
pitals. They are to keep babies well 
—not to make them well. They are 
to give the mother the opportunity 
—free of any charge—of discovering 
defects in her child, easily remedied, 
but which if left without attention 
will brand her son or her daughter 
sooner or later as physically unfit. 


San Francisco, as a result of Chil- 


dren's Week, has established three 
permanent health centers for chil- 
dren of the pre-school age which 
will be maintained by the City Board 
of Health—and the ultimate aim of 
the Oakland committee is that ci-n- 
ters may be established here, prefer- 
ably in the schools. 


AV.hen 
the 
Oakland 
committee 


went to the Oakland Board of Edu- 
cation last week to ask for co-opera- 
tion, Superintendent Fred SI. Hunter 
said: "The board is glad to have 
this work done—glad to lend the 
school houses for tho purpose—for 
it is exa'ctly in line with what the 
school department Is trying to do in 
tho neighborhood schools."

Sirs. Froding at tho beginning of

dressings department at the Univer- 
sity, where classes of one hundred 
young women worked all day long

of a loan. There is no signed agree- 
ment entered into—but it is under- 
stood that at the end of the two 
weeks the boy will pay the 25 cents 
per night and the nominal price of 
tho meals.

respecting manner knows no bounds.

The examples 
that are attracting attention occur in an article 
on what .some people might regard as. a prosy 
subject, but ishicb should be to the fore now 
with the people of San Francisco and the Pucfic 
Coast. It relates to the commercial possibilities 
—America's and California's and San Francisco's 
opportunities in the Far East. 
Here are some 


of the things he says: "Commercial isolation is 
commercial death''; "The American business man 
has been gassed by the geography of his school 
days"; ''The leaven of the centuries has been at 
work in Asia": "The opporlunity for 
friendly, 


decent, high-minded commercial victory was never 
so clear"; "To the commercial conquest of the Far 
East I summon all far-seeing American business 
men.'' As only the high places in any disquisi- 
tion can be hit in the Knave, the impossibility of 
printing his entire promulgation is regretted.

Game and Fish Laws 


I am in receipt of a letter from. Sacramento 


which discusses things that are doing there, 
among others the effort that is being made by 
' Senator Burkett of Willows to get legislative ex- 
pression favorable to a revision of the federal 
laws relating to migratory 
birds. These laws 


seem to have been passed through the urging of 
hunters of waterfowl, of game commissions which 
appear to have more concern for hunters than for 
the preservation of insectivorous and song birds, 
ft is found that the federal migratory bird laws 
are a great handicap to important agricultural 
industries, sueh as the growing of rice. 
This io 


new to California, and perhaps was not duly con- 
sidered when the international laws were formu- 
lated, but has now to be reckoned with. The sea- 
son of duck depredation is over, but the goose 
visitation is at hand. Ducks take their toll from 
the ripened and ripening grain; geese like the 
tender growth, and even the seed as it is first 
sown. 
The laws, both state and national, make 


it a felony to interfere with the feasts of either 
beyond shooing them away. 
The fish and game 


influence is not as strong at this session as it 
was at the two or three last sessions, when was 
built up this strong organization that has made 
violation of fish and game laws about the most 
serious offense against the statutes that one may 
commit, at leasl, the one most likely to be pun- 
ished.

It has been told how Nevada, 
which was about the freest liquor state in the 
Union, enacted a prohibition law so tight that 
they found they couldn't manufacture perfume, 
and how the Utah legislature passed an anti- 
cigarette law that made it a crime to be caught 
vlh the makings in one's possession; though there 
was a hitch after the vote had been taken which 
prevented the consummation of the measure. But 
now Texas has come along and outdone them all. 
\ measure has passed the State Senate by a vote 
f "2'2 to 4, known as the Floyd bill, which would 
>rohibit the maintenance of pool and

tables after May 1 of this year. The lower legis- 
lative body has not yet acted upon it. but con- 
sidering the one-sidcdncss of the Senate's vote, 
the concurrence of this body is not very doubtful.

McCormack Americanized 


Considering the imminence of John McCor- 


mack's engagement in this city, the particulars 


of his efforts to complete his naturalization on 
St. Patrick's day aVe of interest. 
The famous 


singer had long cherished an intent to become a 
full-fledged American citizen on that anniversary, 
for he is alive to the spirit that is awake on that 
day, and seems to regard a citizenship that dates 
from it as particularly desirable. He made ap- 
plication for his second papers in a New York 
court on "St. Patrick's day in the morning," and 
was surprised and disappointed upon being ia- 
forrned that he would have to wait ninety days 
6efore the mantle of American citizenship could 
descend upon his shoulders. He had not counted 
on that. However, he renounced his allegiance 
to ICing George. As he stood with upraised hand 
and bared head to take the oath an attempt was 
made to snapshot him. But to this he objected, 
saying it might look too much like making light 
of what he considered a solemn ceremony. 
His 


application shows that he was born in Athlone, 
Irejand, January 17.1884. and came to the United 
States in 190-1, taking out his first papers on 
January 11, 1017. 
Shock Shows of Other Days 


On this page last week comparisons were made 


between the "girl shows" of fifty years ago and 
those which hold the boards today.

Stefansson, Iconoclast 


Stefansson is an ideal iconoclast. 
He is not 


one of the kind that plumes himself on disproving 
a theory or exploding an entrenched belief. 
In 


fact, he doesn't plume himself at all on any- 
thing. But he refuses to follow beaten paths un- 
less there is warrant for following them, whick 
warrant he is wont to determine for himself. 
Possessing a scientific education, he employs ft 
in demonstrating the falsity or truth of theoiTts 
some of which are age-old;- and he has found 
many to be fallacious. One of the most import- 
ant of these is that Arctic explorers must carry 
along their food. He demonstrated that one juay 
live on the country in the Arctic region as he 
may on any other wild country. He disappeared 
,in the Arctic and remained four years, dar- 
ing which he traversed vast stretches, made valu- 
able discoveries both ethnological and geographi- 
cal, and subsisted on what the country afforded 
in the way of game. It is realized at once that 
the qualities must be rare to enable a man to do 
this. He must have a severely practical educa- 
tion, in which a knowledge of medicine, ethno- 
logical facts as to the peoples 
among 
whom 


he finds himself, as well as of climatic conditions 
are embraced. He must be in perfect physical 
condition, and, above all, he must be possessed of 
an unquenchable thirst for that scientific knowl- 
edge that is only gained at first hand by a willing- 
ness to endure any hardship and dare any danger 
to attain it. It is one of the singular things that 
the more a man learns along scientific lines and 
the more striking experiences he has the less he 
is inclined to boast. Probably no man has had 
more remarkable experiences than Stefansson, 
certainly none has achieved more wonderfully, 
and yet none could possibly be more unassuming. 
Any orfe who heard him in his lectures or in any 
of his talks at the clubs where he was entertained 
must realize the inadequacy of such a summary 
as this, and that the more you hear from his own 
lips the more it is realized that a great volume 
would not contain all the interesting facts that 
he is able to tell.

Ohio General Assembly Is -working on 
a plan to tax by horsepower and also 
to avoid the constitutional 
provision 


prohibiting double taxation. 
The plan 


as worked out provides that the car 
shall be valued at its true worth and 
after deducting the usual taxes any 
excess 
computed on the horsepower 


basis can be collected. The committee, 
apparently, is determined to 
obtain 


more revenue from motors, for road re- 
pair and maintenance. All previous ef- 
forts to enforce a license law based on 
horsepower have failed because of con- 
stitutional reasons. Several years ago 
a bill of that character was passed, but 
was held unconstitutional.

kilted?" suggests the questioner—people 
seem to have a childlike interest in dis- 
cussing with the speed kins all the dif- 
ferent things that might happen to!

"Yes, they do—but only when acci- 


dents occur," is De Palma's reply. 


By which he means that every mishap

But some- 
thing is jutt as likely to happen while 
father is climbing up the step ladder, 
•with a length of stove pope, De Palma 
points out, and for that reason he main- 
tains that step ladders are dangerous, 
and fa.tb.er is apt to have an accident 
no less than the automobile racing 
driver. In fact, the probabilities are 
very much against heads of families 
climbing step ladders, as compared with 
speed kings meeting disaster, because 
the latter are few in number, and peo- 
ple who climb step ladders are a mul- 
titude. 


As an illustration that racing drivers 


can be careful, De Palma cites the 100 
' per cent record of hib friend, Captain 
' Eddie JUckenbacker, the former auto 
! racinj star, who went to France in 
i Uncle Sam's aviatio nservice last April, 
, and in seven months of air fighting 
brought down 2f? German planes. This 
was a better record than any made by 
American flyers in the famous Lafayette 
Squadron, which had over three > ears' 
experience. 
Yet 
Rlckenbacker never 


crashed a single airplane, or even broke 
a tfins or a. taiL He brought down IS 
Germans with one Spad machine, ana 
ran another for 120 hours, though the 
average life of that type of plane was 
only nine hours in fighting service. 


De Palma has been a serious student 


of speed for sixteen years, and is now 
spoken of a a veteran, though he is 
only 36 years old. 
Still going strong, 


and faster than ever. His first speed 
•work was as a bicycle racer, a line that 
he took up because, being athletic in 


1 his tastes, he thought it \\ould be good
